1 cup lukewarm water 

Mix together. ...... Yq cup sugar or brown sugar (packed in cup) 
1 tsp. salt 
Y2 cup whole bran or oatmeal 


Crumble into mixture . . . 1 cake compressed yeast (*or 1 pkg. dry granular 


yeast) 
Stir until yeast is dissolved.

Add. . Soke 3 tbsp. soft shortening 


Mix in with spoon or hand. 3Y2 to 3% cups sifted GOLD MEDAL Flour, adding 
in 2 additions, using the amount necessary to 
make dough possibie to handle 

Place in greased bowl, turning once to bring greased side up. Cover with damp 
cloth and set to rise at 85° until indentation remains when two fingers are pressed 
deeply into dough (double in bulk). . . 114 to 2 hours. Punch down dough. Shape 
into rolls as desired. Since dough may be a little soft, use a little fat or flour on 
fingers while shaping. Cover and let rise at 85° until impression remains when 
sides of rolls are pressed gently with the finger . . . about 45 minutes. 

Bake cloverleaf rolls 12 to 15 minutes in hot oven (425°); pan rolls 18 to 25 minutes in 

quick moderate oven (375°). Makes about 2 dozen rolls. 

*If dry granular yeast is used, follow the pkg. directions. Or add to 4 cup warm 

water. Stir thoroughly before adding to liquid mixture in recipe. Subtract the 

14 cup water from total liquid in recipe. 

To Shape Cloverleaf Rolls . . . form into balls the size of small walnuts. Place 3 

balls in each greased muffin cup. 

To Shape Pan Rolls . . . form into balls the size of large walnuts. Place in greased 

layer pans, oblong or sauare pans.
